is upon this construction of the contract that courts 
of equity lead their aid either to the mortgagor or 
mortgagee in order to enforce their respective rights. 
The Court will upon the application of the mortgagor 
direct the reconveyance of tne property to him upon 
the payment of too money ; and upon the application 
of the mortgagee it will order a sale of the property 
to discharge the debt But as courts of equity follow 
the law, they acknowledge the legal title of the mort- 
gagee, and tever deprive him of nis rights at law un- 
til his debt is paid; and he is entitled to the aid of the 
Court to extinguish the equitable title of the mort- 
gagor, in order that he may obtain the benefit of his 
security. For this purpose ft is his . absolute and un- 
dottbtedTright nnder an ordinary mortgage deed, if the 
money is not paid at the appointed day, to go into the 
Court of Chancery and obtain its order for the sale of 
the whole mortgaged property (if the whole is neces- 
sary) free and discharged from the equitable interest 
of the mortgagor- This is his right by the law of the 
contract, and it is the duty of the Court to maintain 
and enforce it without any unreasonable delay. 

When this contract was made, no statute had been 
passed by the State changing the rules of law or equi- 
ty in relation to a contract of this kind. None such 
at least has been brought to the notice of the Court 5 
and it must therefore be governed, and the rights of 
the parties under it measured, by tike rules above sta- 
ted. They were the laws of Illinois at the time, and 
therefore entered into the contract and formed a part 
ef it without any express stipulation to that effect 
in the deed. Thus for example there is no covenant 
in the instrument giving the mortgagor the right to 
redeem by paying the money after the day limited in 
the deed, and before he was foreclosed ' by the decree 
of the Court of Chancery.

Here a particu- 
lar class of contracts is selected and incumbered with 
these new conditions. And it can make no difference 
in principle whether they are described by' the names 
of the parties Or by the time at which they were made. 
In the case before us the conflict by these lawaqrith 
the obligations pf the contract is made the more evi- 
dent by an express covenant contained in the instru- 
ment itself, whereby the mortgagee in defst/h) o< pay- 
ment was authorized to enter on the premises and sell 
them at public auction; and to retain out of the money 
thua raised the amount due, and to pay the overplus 
if any to the mortgagor. It is impossible to read this 
covenant and' compare it with the laws now' under 
consideration, without seeing that both of these acts 
materially interfere^with the. express agreement of the' 
parties contained in this covenant Yet the right hern 
secured to the mortgagee is substantially nothing 
more than the right to sell, free and discharged of the 
equitable interest of Kinzie and wife, in order to ob- n 
tain hie money.

An Act to incorporate the village of Coldwater, in the 

county of Branch. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Michigan That all that tract of land in 
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Llmit,t the county of Branch, which is embraced within the following 
limits, to wit: beginning at a point on the Chicago road, one-half 
of a mile east of the centre of the public square, in the village of 
Coldwater, as designated on the recorded plat of said village, run- 
ning south, twelve degrees west, two hundred and forty rods to a 
stake and stones; thence north, seventy-eight degrees west, four 
hundred and twenty-five rods to a stake and stones; thence north, 
twelve degrees east, four hundred rods to a stake and stones; 
thence south, seventy-eight degrees east, four hundred and twenty- 
five rods to a stake and stones; thence south, twelve degrees west, 
to the place of beginning, excepting so much of section sixteen 
as may be included within said boundaries, be, and the same is 
hereby constituted a town corporate, and shall hereafter be known 
by the name or title of the village of Coldwater.

The president and trustees shall have power to ordain 
and establish by-laws, rules, and regulations for the government 
of said village, and the same to alter, repeal, or re-ordain at plea- 
sure ; and to provide in said by-laws for the election of a treasurer, 
two assessors, a village marshal, and other subordinate officers, 
which may be thought necessary for the good government and 
well being of said village ; to prescribe their duties, declare their

An Act to incorporate the village of Constantine. 

Sec. I, Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Michigan, That all that tract of country situ- 
ated in the township of Constantine, and county of St. Joseph, i^RE!** 
and known and designated in and by the original surveys of pub- 
lic land in said county as section twenty-three, the north half of 
section twenty-six, and the south-west quarter of the south-west 
quarter of section twenty-four, being in township seven south of 
range twelve west, be, and the same is hereby, constituted a town 
corporate, by the name of the village of Constantine. 

Sec. 2. The male inhabitants of said village, having the quali- 
fications of electors under the constitution of th6 state, shall meet 
at the school-house in said village on the first Monday of May S2!£! pr 
next, and on the first Monday of May annually thereafter, at such 
place as shall be provided in the by-laws of said village, and then 
and there proceed by a plurality of votes to elect by ballot seven 
trustees, who shall hold their office for one year and until their 
successors are elected and qualified ; and any four qf said trus- 
tees shall constitute a boar4 for the transaction of business, and a

An Act to organize and regulate banking associa- 
tions. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent*- 

Mode of pro- &**& of the State of Michigan, That whenever any persons, re- 
foSjg an sident of any of the counties of this state, shall be desirous of 
forming an association for transacting banking business, suck 
persons shall make a written application to the treasurer and 
clerk of the county where such business is proposed to be trans* 
acted ; which application shall set forth the amount of the capital 
proposed to be used by such association, and the place proposed 
to locate the office for the transaction of the business of said asso- 
ciation ; and on application made as aforesaid by at least twelve

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ing, leading or driving any horses, cattle or sheep or other article 
above named in this section, as subject to pay toll, until the same 
is paid: Provided, That the circuit court of the county of 
Wayne shall have power at any regular session thereof to reduce

If any toll-gatherer shall unreasonablv delay or hinder Penalty for 
any traveller or passenger at either of the said gates, or shall de- tendon, 
mand or receive more toll than by this act is established, he shall 
for every such offence forfeit and pay twenty-five dollars, to be 
recovered by the person so unreasonably detained, for his own 
use, with costs of suit, before any justice of the peace in the 
county where such detention occurred : Provided, That if no 
goods, and chattels can be found to satisfy such judgment aad 
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cost, then and in that case the real property shall be liable to the 
execution issued on said judgment. 

Sec. 11. The shares of said turnpike shall be deemed and con- 
sidered to be personal estate, and shall be transferable as, the pre- 
sident and directors may direct. 

Sec. 12. Whenever complaint shall be made to either of the 
three commissioners appointed by virtue of this act to examine 
and review the said turnpike road, that if any part or parts 
thereof is out of repair, it shall be the duty of sue di commissioners 
to repair to such part of said road and view the same ; and if the 
same shall in the opinion of such commissioners be out of repair, 
then the said commissioners shall give notice in writing of such 
defect to the toll-gatherer or person attending the gate nearest

The state of Michigan be, and is hereby, authorized gtatemm 
and empowered at any time hereafter to purchase of said com- P urchase - 
pany the turnpike aforesaid, and all the benefits and privileges 
accruing therefrom to said company : Provided, That they shall 
pay to said company the entire amount of expenditures made by 
said company in constructing said road, together with the interest 
on said expenditures at seven per centum per annum.

An Act to incorporate the city of Monroe. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- Boundaries 
tines of the State of Michigan, That so much of the townships of thecity - 
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of Monroe and Frenchtown, in the county of Monroe, as is con- 
tained in the following limits, to wit : beginning at a point in the 
west line of a tract of land confirmed by patent to Sarah Des-
